Milk Production Sensitive to 


Changes in Prices 


Milk production is so sensitive to changes in prices that the rn;lk 


producer, the milk distributor, and the milk consumer are best protected 
through a fluctuating pries which insures, as far as now seems possible, 
a fairly constant supply of rnilk, according to a bulletin just i&sued by 
the agricultural experiment station of the University of Illinois. 
Owing 


to the great variation in the monthly cost of milk production, a flat rate 
for any extended period would probably shift production to the more 
profitable months. If the price of milk fluctuates approximately with the 
cost of production, the distributor's supply is automatically regulated, the 
milk producer's market is protected, and the consumer is assured of a 
no'rmal supply of milk throughout the year. 


The bulletin confirms the opinion held among dairy farmers of the 


great importance of pasture in milk production. The feed expense in the 
summer months in which pastures are good is occasionally only one-fourth 
of that in certain winter months when large amounts of farm-raised and 
purchased feeds are fed. 


The amount of man labor involved in the production of milk is con- 


siderably less in the summer months than in the winter months. This 
is true whether based upon the total amount of labor used on the "herd 
or upon amount involved in the production of one hundred pounds of 
milk. Proper significance of this reduction in labor is appreciated only 
when attention is drawn to the fact that these savings in labor occur 
during the pasture season, which coincides with the crop season, when the 
maximum labor is needed in the field. Aside from man labor, feed and 
horse labor, the expanses of producing milk are more or less constant 
throughout the year. When all expenses are included the net cost of pro- 
ducing one hundred pounds of milk in June is sixty per cent of the year 
cost, and in December about one hundred and twenty per cent. 


With a fluctuating seasonal cost, it is expected that farmers will tend 


to concentrate production in the more profitable months. 
As the urban 


trade demands a constant supply of milk throughout the year, the price 
of milk must fluctuate approximately with the cost, of production in order 
to prevent an extra shortage at one time and a large surplus at another. 
In other words, a properly adjusted fluctuating price for milk throughout 
the year protects the farmer's market and the distributor's and con- 
sumer's supply.

the price of 21.0 cents for cigar to- 
bacco. Indeed, the latter class of to- 
bncco had a lower price than in either 
1918 or 1917. not because of increase 
of production, but because of weaker 
demand.

Vlilk Production Sensitive to 
Changes m Prices 


MiJk production is so sensitive to cliangos in prices that the milk 
proflucer, tho milk distributor, nnd the milk consumer are best protcctcd 
through a fluctuating pries wiiich insures, as far as now seems possible, 
A fairly constant supply of milk, according to a bulletin just issued by 
the agricultural experiment station of the University of Illinois. 
Owing 
to the great variation in tho monthly cost of milk production, a flat rate 
for any cxtenHed period would probably shift production to the more 
profitable months. If the price of milk fluctuates approximately with the 
cost of production, the distributor’s supply is automatically regulated, the 
miUf producer’s market is protected, and tho consumer is assured of a 
noVmal supply of milk throughout tho year. 
The bulletin confirms the opinion held among dairy farmers of the 
great importance of pasture in milk production. The feed expense in the 
summer months in which pastures are good is occasionally only one-fourth 
of that in certain winter months when large amounts of farm-raised and 
purchased feeds are fed. 
The amount of man labor involved in the production of milk is con­ 
siderably less in the summer months than in the winter months. 
This 
is true whether based upon the total amount of labor xised on the lierd 
or upon amount involved in the production of one hundred pounds of 
milk. 
Proper significance of this reduction in labor is appreciated only 
when attention is drawn to the fact that these savings in labor occur 
during the pasture season, which coincides with the crop season, when the 
maximum labor is needed in the field. 
Aside from man labor, feed and 
horse labor, 
the expenses of producing milk are more or less constant 
throughout the year. When all expenses are included the net cost of pro­ 
ducing one hundred pounds of milk in June is sixty per cent of tho year 
cost, and in December about one hundred and twenty per cent. 
With a fluctuating seasonal cost, it is cxpcoted that farmers will tend 
to concentrate production in the more profitable months. 
As the urban 
trade demands a constant supply of milk throughout the year, the price 
of milk must fluctuate approximately Avith the cost of production in order 
to prevent an extra sliort^ige at one time and a large surplus at another. 
In other words, a properly adjusted fluctuating price for milk throughout 
the year protects the farmer’s market and the distributor’s Jind con­ 
sumer’s supply.

THE OULD SOD 


St. Patrick in the Annals 


of Clonmacnois 
LONMACNOIS owes a moasuie 


of its fame to the "Annals," 
written In Gaelic and of very 
great antiquity. 
The eailier 


pottlon of the history is undoubtedly 
largely rujthical, and even in the more 
modeni part, fable and fact arc so in- 
terlaced that it is exlieim>ly difficult to 
attain ceitamtj. 
It chums to be a 


narration of events from the dawn of 
humanity down to 1408, when the rec- 
ord closed. 


According to the old chroniclers all 


the he.Uhen kings who reigned In Ire- 
land until the time of St. Patrick nmn- 
b^red 330. 
They trace the origin of 


the Gaelic people anterior to tho time 
of Noah and write of events hejond 
the range of lium.m knowledge, with 
nil the assurance of undoubting cer- 
tainty. 


Much is written about St. Patrick in 


the "Annals" but, heie again, the 
miraculous and improbable are so 
commingled with ronlitj that it is hard 
to determine what is truth and what is 
fiction. 


I tianslate a portion of it bcailng 


upon the life of St Patrick, -which is 
doubtless in the main coirect: 


"In the fourth j ear of King Leogair's 


reign St. Patrick, the apostle of Iro- 
land, was sent over by commission of 
Pope Celestine to convert the land 
from paganism to Christianity, but he 
did not land heie until after the death 
of Celestine, in the fiist .\c-ar of Sixtus. 
his successor, in the year A. D. 432. 
Ardmachu was edified and made the 
metropolitan see of Ireland by St. Pat- 
rick. Some wiiters say that St. James 
the Apostle came to this land; others 
<?ny that Palladius was sent here be- 
fore St. Patrick, but he had not much 
success, for he coin cited to the faith 
but five parishes only, which were in 
Leinster, and as he was returning to 
Rome he died In Pictland (Scotland)." 


In the "Annals" frequent mention is 


made of St. Kiernn, who was not only 
the founder of Clonmacnois, but was 
also the patron saint of the men of 
Connaught. The "Annals of Ivinisfal" 
assign the year oOC as the date of St. 
Kieran's birth nnd 548 as that of his 
death. So great was his reputation for 
sanctity that people in that part of 
Ii eland, oven now. couple his name 
with deity when they wish 
to give

Innd I" indebted to St. Patrick for the 
exemption. Thte merit is still attrib- 
uted to the saint, not onlv hy the un- 
educated, but also by some of those 
who stand In the relationship of moral 
and intellectual guides of the people. 


.Toceline, a monk of Furnoss. a 


writer of the twelfth century, was the 
llrbt to give currency to this reputed 
miracle of St. Patrick. The old chron- 
icler wiltes' "As the season of Lent 
approached St. Patrick withdrew Into 
a high mountain on-the western coast 
of Conuaught. to be more at leisure 
for 
contemplation and prayer. Be 


fasted for 40 days, without taking any 
sustenance. 
After his period of fast- 


ing was completed, to,this place he 
gatheied together the several tribes of 
serpents nnd venomous creatures, and 
drove them headlong into the Western 
ocean. From hence hath proceeded the 
exemption Ireland enjoys from all poi- 
ftonoiib reptile^.'" 


Solinus, who wrote a few hundred 


vears before St. Patrick arrived In Ire- 
land, makes mention of tbe fact of 
Ireland's freedom from all venomous 
creatures, but assigns no cause for the 
exemption. 
The Venerable Bede, In the 


eighth century, notices the same fact, 
but says nothing of St. Patrick In this 
connection. 


Donat, bishop of Fisulae, near Flor- 


ence, who lived in the seventh century, 
wrote a Latin poem describing his na- 
tive country, Ireland, In which he re- 
fe'-s to the absence of snakes from the 
land nnd frogs from the lakes of this 
favoied isle. A translation of the poem 
is subjoined: 


Far vestv\aid lies an Isle of ancient fame 
By nature blessed, and Scotia is her 


name, 


Enrolled in books, exhaustless is her 


store 


Of veiry silver and of jrolden ore. 
Her 
fruitful 
soil 
forever 
teems with 


wealth, 


With gems her waters, and her air with 


health, 


Her verdant fields with milk and honey 


flow. 


Her \\ooll\ fleeces vie with virgin snow. 
Her waving furrows float with bearded 


corn. 


And aims and arts her envied sons adorn. 
No savage bear with lawless fury roves, 
No ra\ enous lion through her peaceful 


groves. 


No poison there infects, no scaly snake 
Creeps through the grass, nor frogs an- 


noy the lake. 


An island worthy of Its pious race. 
In war triumphant, and unmatched In 


peace. 


This enthusiastic, expatriated Irish 


saint of the seventh century mentions 
the exemption above noted, as among 
tbe many blessings enjoyed by the 
highl.v favored isle. 
Had Donat be- 


lieved that St. Patrick had been the 
active agent In securing this boon to 
Iiel.ind, it is improbable that he would 
neglect to state the fact. 


In his "Confessions,'1 St. Patrick lays 


no claim to miraculous power of any 
kind unless It be, as the instrument of 
divine grace In the conversion and 
transforming of sinners, whereby they 
became the children of God. It Is not 
known that there was any other au- 
thority for the story of St. Patnck's 
banishing the snakes, but Joceline.

St. Patrick in the Annals 
of Clonmacnois 


C 


LONMACNOIS owes a measure 
of Its fame to the "Annals,” 
written in Gaelic and of very 
groat antiquity. 
The earlier 
portion of the history is undoubtedly 
largely mythical, and even in the more 
modern part, fable and fact are so in­ 
terlaced that It is extremely difficult to 
attain certainty. 
It claims to be a 
narration of events from the dawn of 
humanity down to 1408, when the rec­ 
ord closed. 


According to the old chroniclers all 
the heathen kings who reigned in Ire­ 
land until the time of St. Patrick num­ 
bered 130. 
They trace the origin of 
the Gaelic people anterior to the time 
of Noah and write of events beyond 
the range of human knowledge, with 
all the assurance of undoubting cer­ 
tainty. 


Much Is written about St. Patrick in 
the “Annals” but, here again, the 
miraculous and 
Improbable are so 
commingled with reality that It is hard 
to determine what is truth and what Is 
Action. 


I translate a portion of It bearing 
upon the life of St. Patrick, «which is 
doubtless in the main correct: 


“In the fourth year of King Leogair’s 
reign St. Patrick, the apostle of Ire­ 
land, was sent over by commission of 
Pope Celestine to convert the land 
from paganism to Christianity, but he 
did not land here until after the death 
of Celestine, in the first year of Sixtus, 
his successor, in the year A. D, 432. 
Ardmachu was edified and made the 
metropolitan see of Ireland by St. Pat­ 
rick, Some writers say that St, James 
the Apostle came to this land; others 
say that Palladius was sent here be­ 
fore St. Patrick, but he had not much 
success, for he converted to the faith 
but five parishes only, which were in 
Leinster, and as he was returning to 
Home he died in Pictland (Scotland),” 


In the MAnnals” frequent mention Is 
made of St. Kieran, who was not only 
the founder of Clonmacnois, but was 
also the patron saint of the men of 
Connaught. The “Annals of Ivinisfal” 
assign the year 500 as the date of St. 
Kienui’s birth and 548 as that of his 
death. So great was his reputation for 
sanctity that people in that part of 
Ireland, even now, couple his name

This merit is still attrib­ 
uted to the saint, not only by the un­ 
educated, but also by some of those 
who stand in the relationship of moral 
and Intellectual guides of the people. 


Joceline, a 
monk 
of 
Furness, a 
writer of the twelfth century, was the 
first to give currency to this reputed 
miracle of St. Patrick, The old chron­ 
icler writes: “As the season of Lent 
approached St. Patrick withdrew into 
a high mountain on* the western coast 
of Connaught, to be more at leisure 
for 
contemplation 
and 
prayer. 
He 
fasted for 40 days, without taking any 
sustenance. 
After his period of fast* 


ing was completed, to,this place he 
gathered together the several tribes of 
serpents and venomous creatures, and 
drove them headlong into the Western 
ocean. From hence hath proceeded the 
exemption Ireland enjoys from all poi­ 
sonous reptiles.” 


Solinus, who wrote a few hundred 
years before St. Patrick arrived in Ire­ 
land, makes mention of the fact of 
Ireland’s freedom from all venomous 
creatures, but assigns no cause for the 
exemption. The Venerable Bede, in the 
eighth century, notices the same fact, 
but says nothing of St. Patrick in this 
connection. 


Donat, bishop of Fisulae, near Flor­ 
ence, who lived in the seventh century, 
wrote a Latin poem describing his na­ 
tive country, Ireland, in which he re­ 
fers to the absence of snakes from the 
land and frogs from the lakes of this 
favored Isle. A translation of the poem 
Is subjoined: 


F a r westward lies an Isle of ancient fame. 
By nature blessed, and Scotia Is her 
name; 


Enrolled in books; exhaustless is her 
store 


Of veiny silver and of golden ore. 
H er 
fruitful 
soil 
forever 
teems 
with 
wealth, 


W ith gems her waters, and her air with 
health, 


H er verdant fields with milk and honey 
flow. 


H er woolly fleeces vie with virgin snow, 
H er waving furrows float with bearded 
corn, 


And arm s and arts her envied sons adorn. 
No savage bear with lawless fury roves, 
No ravenous lion through her peaceful 
groves, 


No poison there infects, no scaly snake 
Creeps through the grass, nor frogs an* 
noy the lake; 


An Island worthy of its pious race, 
In w ar trium phant, and unmatched in 
peace. 


This enthusiastic, expatriated Irish 
saint of the seventh century mentions 
the exemption above noted, *as among 
the many blessings enjoyed by the 
highly favored isle, 
Had Donat be­ 
lieved that St. Patrick had been the 
active agent in securing this boon to 
Ireland, it is improbable that he would 
neglect to state the fact. 


In his “Confessions,1p* St. Patrick lays 
no claim to miraculous power of any 
kind unless it be, as the instrument of 
divine grace in the conversion and 
transforming of sinners, whereby they 
became the children of God, It is not 
known that there was any other au­ 
thority for the story of St. Patrick's 
banishing the snakes, but Joceline.

HIT BY EXPRESS TRAIN 


Unable to hear the warning of the 
bell at the crossing or the blowing of 
the whistle of the engine, owing 'to 
deafness, John Crone, Manchester'' a 
veteran of the Civil War, 81 years 
old, stepped in front of an express 
train on the Pennsylvania railroad, at 
Mount Wolf, Monday afternoon, and 
was instantly killed, his h*2ad being 
cut from his body which was thrown 
100* feet away.

The commissioners of Adame coun- 


ty have unanimouoly decided to float 
a bond issue of $80,000 to cover the 
floating indebtedness of the county. 
The issue will bear 4^par cent-Inter- 
est and the last of the bonds will ma- 
ture in 1S50. -The manner of dispos- 
ing of the -bonds ha& net yet been de- 
termined. The county has te^ii pay- 
ing 5% and 6 per cent on its tempo- 
rary loans, so that the floating of the 
bonds will mean a saving of from $800 
to $1000 or more a year on interest 
Hone. In addition it has been custo- 
mary to allow the county treasurer a' 
commission of 2%, per cent commis- 
sion whenever any of the temporary 
Loans., have been paid, and this also 
will be saved. In the past the float- 
ing debt has always decreased in Au- 
gust when taxes were paid into the 
county treasury, but later mounted 
again. With the entire floating debt 
cared for—it amounted to $72,500 at 


end of 1919—and by careful man- 


agement it is expected that the com- 
missioners! will, be able to keep within 
limits of revenue received. In order 
to correct impressions that might 
arise the commissioners emphasize 
that this $80,000 is not to cover any 
dew- debt simply to transfer payment 
of an old debt to a different form.

The commissioners of Adams coun­ 
ty have unanimously decided to float 
a bond issue of $80,000 to cover the 
floating Indebtedness m the county* 
The issue will bear 4'/4'par centv-^inter- 
est and the last of the bonds will ma*» 
ture in 1950. ^The manner of dispos­ 
ing of tlie bonds haa not yet been de­ 
termined. The county has teçn pay­ 
ing 5V4 and 6 per cent on its tempo­ 
rary loans, so that tho floating of the 
bonds will mean a saving of from $800 
to $1000 or more a year on interest 
àlone. In addition it has been custp- 
maiT to allow the county traasurer a 
commission of 
per cent commis­ 
sion whenever any of the temporary 
loans.jhave been paid, and this also 
will be saved. In the past the float­ 
ing debt has always dscreased In Au­ 
gust when taxes were paid into the 
county treasury, but later moimted 
again. With the entire floating debt 
cared for—it amounted to $72.500 at 
the end of 1919—and by careful man­ 
agement it is expected that the com­ 
missioners! will be able to keep within 
limits of revenue received.

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NEEDFIRE OLD FOLK CUSTOM 


Part of the Ritual of Purification That 


Has Survived in Scotland Until 


Recently. 


In folk custom, needfire is fire kin- 


dled by friction of two sticks of wood 
or of a rope on a wooden stake to 
ward oft demons of disease. Among the 
many customs and beliefs connected 
with fire one of the most important i« 
that of v4tual purification. The new 
fire is supposed to regenerate, as fire 
sin.. tn>e is designed to sustain, the 
invisible beings. 
Needfire is a prac- 


tice, usually, of shepherd peoples to 
ward off disease from the flocks. In 
historic tin.es the sparks for kindling 
<he needfire were obtained by twirling 
a wooden peg around a wooden posi. 
As in the t-a.se of new fire, the need- 
lire was almost always accompanied 
with the extinguishing of the fires of 
the locality, and the neighbors also 
rekindled f.ieir fires from it as in the 
r.ew fire ceremony. 
In practice, the 


people passed, or the herds were driv- 
en through or between the flames of 
the needfiiw for purification. The need- 
fire custom survived in the highlands 
of Scotland, until 
recent 
date, and 


probably traces of this superstition 
still exist in parts of Europe.

NEEDFIRE OLD FOLK CUSTOM 


Part of the BJtual of Purification That 
Has Survived in Scotland Until 
Recently. 


In folk custom, needfire is ilre Icin- 
dled by fiictioii of two sticks of wood 
or of a rope on a wooden stake to 
ward ofl: demons of disease. Among the 
many customs and holiefs connected 
with fire <one of the most important is 
that of Wtual purification. The new 
fire is supposed to regrenerate, as fire 
saLiifice is designed to sustain, the 
invisible beings. Needfire is a prac­ 
tice, usually, of shepherd peoples to 
ward off disease from the flocks. In 
liistoric tiUies the sparks for kindling 
ihe needfire were obtained by twirling 
a wooden peg around a wooden post. 
As in the .e-ase of new fire, the need­ 
fire was almost always accompanied 
with the extinguishing of the fires of 
the locality, and the neighbors also 
rekindled t»ielr fires from it as in the 
new fire ceremony. 
In practice, the 
people passed, or the herds were driv­ 
en throuKh or between the fiâmes of 
the needfirw for purification. Tlie needr 
fire custom survived in the highlands 
of Scotlanrt until 
recent date, and 
probably tyaces of this superstition 
still exist in parts of Europe.

Is a Natural Process. 


Rumination or chewing the cud is a 
natural process in connection with the 
digestion of cattle and other ruminant 
animals. In ruminants the food when 
first taken into the stomach is im­ 
perfectly chewed, and is returned to 
the mouth for remastication. This re­ 
turned ball of food is termed “the 
cud.” 


So called loss of cud, the department 
explains, is simply a suspension cf£ 
chewing, frequently one of the first 
indications of sickness in any kind of 
ruminant animals,

and she will not drink enough for max­ 
imum milk production.

During the winter, 
when cows are stabled the greater part 
of the time, they should be watered 
two or three times a day unless ar­ 
rangements have been made to keep 
water before them at all times. 
The 
water should, if possible, be 15 or 20 
degrees above the freezing point, and 
should be suppled at practically the 
same temperature every day. 
When 
water well above freezing temperature 
is stored in tanks and piped direcily 
to the cow, there is probably little oc­ 
casion for facilities to warm It. When 
it stands in a tank on which ice often 
forms, it usually pays well to warm It 
slightly.
